How Clay Took His Defeat. 



Tho following interesting incident 
was relntod many years ago by Mrs. 
Robort Todd, of Kentucky, the step- 
mother of Mrs. Abraham Lincoln, and 
has never before been printed: 

Tho Todds and Clays were always 
on intimate terms, and in 1844 were 
living near each other in Lexington, 
Ky. Henry Clay and James K. Polk 
were then rival candidates for tho 
Presidency, the chances, as was gener- 
ally supposed, being strongly in favor 
of the great Whig loader. As it turned 
out, however, tho contest was much 
closer than had been anticipated, aud 
finally atlvices from other States showed 
that the result hinged upon the vote of 
Now York. There was no telegraph in 
those days, and news had to come by 
tho slow course of mails. Tho Now 
York mail was'duo in Lexington about 
10 o clock in tho evening of a certain 
day, aud it was known would toll tho 
story of victory or defeat.. As it hap- 
pened, a young lady relative of Mr. 
Clay was to be married on tho game 
evening, and Insisted upon his p'resonco 
though under the circumstances he 
would much rather have remained at 
homo. Mr. and Mrs. Todd attended 
this memorable wedding party, which 
was not large, ami composed almost 
exclusively of the family connections 
and intimato friends— all ardout Whigs, 
and of course deoply interested In tho 
ponding political event. 

As the hour for tho arrival of tho mall 
approached Mrs. Todd saw two or 
three gontlemen quietly leave tho room, 
and knowing their errand watched 
eagerly for thoir return. Whon they 
camo in she knew by tho expression of 
each countenance that New York had 
gone Domocratic. Tho bearers of tho 
bad tidings consulted together a mo- 
ment in a corner, and "then ono of 
thorn advanced to Mr. Clay, who was 
standing in tho centor of a group, and 
handed Iiim a paper. Mrs. 'I odd, awaro 
of what it contained, fastened her eyes 
upon him. He opened tho paper, and, 
as ho road the paragraph which sound- 
od tho doath-knell of his political hopes 
and life-long ambition, she saw a dis- 
tinct blue shade begin at the roots of 
his hair, pass slowly over his faco liko 
a cloud, and then disappear. Without 
saying a word upon the subject which 
must have monopolized all his thoughts, 
ho laid down tho paper, and, turning 
to a table, filled aglass with wine, and, 
raising it to his lips with a pleasant 
sniilo, said: "I drink to tho health 
«uul hauniuuss of all assembled horo." 



Setting down the glass, ho resumed 
tho conversation as if . nothing hud 
occurred, and waB, as usual, tho lit" u 
and light of the company. But Mrs. 
Todd said that as soon as tho contents 
of the paper woro known, "a wot 
blanket fell upon everybody," and in 
half an hour all tho guests had depart- 
ed with heavy hearts — fooling; that 
gallaut "Harry of tho Wost had 
fought his last Presldental battle and 
lost tho prize forever. — St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 

. European Soldiers. 

The bost-lustructod Italian soldiers 
come from Piedmont Lombardy and 
Vunotia, whilo tho worst aro furuishod 
by Sicily and Naples. While Italy is 
for abovo Russia in tho education of its 
soldiers, it Is much bolow Germany. 
Of tho great armies of Europe tho 
French is said to bo tho most expensive 
per man; tho Russian como next, while 
tho Austrian is tho cheapest. In total 
of poaco effectives Russia takes tho 
load with 663,000, and Franco is second 
with about 200,000 loss, but, as regards 
tho proportion of population for per- 
manent forces in tho tiold, Germany 
comes lirst with 3.34 per cont, Austria 
next with 3 per cent., and Russia last 
with 1.80 per cent. Italy's strength is 
in her natural barriers and tho 30,000 
Alpine troops who are trained to guard 
thtfin. It is said that 323,000 men can 
bo concentrated on any threatened land 
frontier of Italy within fourteen days, 
and as against Austria these would bo 
very ellloiont, in view of her inferior 
mobilizing powur, while they could 
also hold in chock a French invasion. 



Tho Hurt h old i Statue. 



It may not bo without interest to 
compare this curiously ingenious con- 
trivance, evolved by M. Bartholdt from 
a littlo statuette one-third smaller than 
life, with what is known as tho Colossus 
of Rhodes. M. Bartholdi's tiguro of 
Liberty stands, without reckoning tho 
diadem, 105 foot high; but tho oxtremo 
height from the foot to tho uppor eud 
of tho torch hold by thu outstrotchd 
hand is 137 feet 9 inches. Tho statue 
will bo placed on a granite pedestal 83 
foot high. To those who liko Lo bo 
told that tho letters in the inscription, 
"Tu os Petrus," running round tho in- 
terior of tho drum of the dome of St. 
Peter's at Homo aro as tall as a Life 
Guardsman, and that tho pen held by 
the Apostle SL Luke in one of the 
spandrils of the arches of tho dome is 
eleven foot long, it may bo interesting 
to learn that a person six feot in 
height, standing on tho lips of M. Bar- 
tholdi's head of Liberty, can only just 
reach tho eyebrow; that people can 
jump with ease in and out, of tho tip 
of the nose, and that tho eyes measure 
six feet from corner to corner. Turn- 
ing to tho old "wonder of the world," 
wo tint! that it was the largest of tho 
hundrod colossal statues of the sun 
which at ono time embellished the. city 
of Rhodos. It was upward of 106 feet 
foot high; fow persons had arms long 
enough to embrace its thumb; the 
llugors woro longer than tho whole 
bodies of the majority of tho statues 
then oxtant; tho hollows of tho limbs, 
whon broken, resembled caves, and in- 
sido might bo seen huge stones insert- 
ed to keep tho statue in position. It 
took twelve years to erect, ami oust 
300 talents. The story that the lorjs of 
the Colossus extended across tho mouth 
of tho harbor is generally considered 
to bo a iietion; but that it stood close 
to the entrance of tho port of Rhodes, 
and was mado to servo as a pharos or 
light-house, sooms certain enough. It 
was overthrown and smashed to 
pieces by an earthquake lifty-six years 
after its oreciion. For 'J03 years tho 
fragments of this wonder of tho world 
strewed the mole at Rhodes, and then 
thoy were sold by tho Caliph Omar to 
a merchant at Einosa, who carried 
away those prodigious marine stores 
on the backs of l JO0 camels. Hence 
Scaligor caluluted that tho aggregate 
weight of tho bronze must have been 
700,000 pounds. — London Telegraph. 

He Did it Onco. 



"I never knew Sam Baldwin to tell 
tho truth but once," remarked Colonel 
Foley to Jim Mitchell, of tho Boston 
Globe, tho latter bciug in Foley's store, 
one day.

sum? 

Tho proposition of Messrs. Turner, 
Beaton & Co. to buy tlio water works 
from thu corporation has been before tho 
public sufficiently long to enable every 
ratepayer who aecords civic matters tho 
slightest consideration time to make up 
Ilia mind for or against it. Wo promised, 
uftor giving the matterj the moat careful 
attention, to state carefully and dispas- 
sionately our opinion. Tho proposal 
brieily stated, is : 

1. To pay the corporation 62o0, 000 cash 
down for the works as they now stand. 

2. To furnish a full supply to every 
consumer at the same rate as at present. 

3. To expend $00,000 in extending and 
improving tho supply to tho highest as 
well as tho lowest parts of tho city. 

4. ' To arrange for further extensions as 
the population shall increase, theroby im- 
proving the sanitary condition of tho city 
and giving security against hro. 

No 0110 will say that tho present arrange- 
ments for water supply are satisfactory. It 
is a fact that a large number of persons 
who reside on the outskirts of tho town 
can got no water at all; nor will it be said 
that tho water is aa pure as it might be 
made by tho construction of a high level 
reservoir and new filters. Hut any Btops 
that thu company who are represented by 
Messrs. Turner, Beeton & Co., might bo 
prepared to adopt towards purification 
and increase are within reach of the city. 
The veto of the $100,000 by law did not 
mean that the ratepayers are inimical to 
the extension and improvement of the 
water supply. It merely recorded the 
hostility of tho city to tho ineffective 
"drib and drub" measures which were 
prepared to be adopted to secure an improv- 
ed water supply, and a good system of 
drainage. To obtain these objects it was 
seen that §100,000 twice told would not be 
sufficient. Therefore the ratepayers put 
their foot on the bylaw which proposed 
to frit away the borrowing powers of the 
city by contracting a loan insufficient to 
attain the object sought and which would 
make another and larger loan necessary 
next year. Few people are aware of the 
value of tho property which tho city is 
asked to part with ; fewer still are aware 
that- the works are not only so'.f sustain- 
ing but that they pay a profit as well and 
that the revenue from that source is in- 
creasing by "leaps and bounds." 1'akj 
the revenue for the last two years as 
drawn from the annual financial state- 
ments.

The working expenses to 1883, in round 
numbers, were $;">000, which loft a i lka it 
PROFIT to tho city of .SL'0,000, to meet in- 
terest and sinking fund account ($10,500) 
and §3,500 to go towards tho improve- 
ment and extension of the supply — ex- 
actly 8 per cent, per annum on the sum 
offered by Turner, Beeton & Co. There 
is reason to believe that the not revenue 
for 1884 will be at least §25,000 or 10 per 
cont. on §250,000. Deducting §25,000 
interest and sinking fund there will bo 
§8,500 to tho credit of the city to apply to 
the extension and improvement of the 
works. So it will be seen, as we have 
said, that tho water works are not alone 
self-sustaining. They are actually yield- 
ing a handsome profit. We might show, 
if it were necessary, that tho intrinsic 
value of the works is far and away beyond 
that fixed by Turner, Beeton & Co.; but 
that does not come within the scope of 
the present article. The financial show- 
ing which has been quoted ought to con- 
vince even the enterprising Grin who 
made the oiler that the city, under no cir- 
cumstances, should part with this valuable 
property which in a few years, if properly 
administered, may meet all the expenses 
of the civic government without tho im- 
position of a single dollar by way of tax- 
ation. 



THE BOARD OF TRADE INTER 
VIEW. 

The interview of tho board of trade 
with Mr. Chapleau on Saturday can 
scarcely fail in producing important re- 
sults. The various subjects were tersely 
and forcibly put by tho president, the 
members of parliament and the members 
of tho board of trade who wuro present; 
and Mr. Chapleau '3 replies, particularly 
with reference to the dry dock, were sat- 
isfactory. Of course, some matters were 
touched upon that did not belong to Mr. 
Chapleau'a department; but wherever he 
was in a position to do so his answers were 
frank and full. The belittling process 
through which oar slightly esteemed 
morning contomparary tries to put the 
interview and its results are worthy of the 
record of the editor of that influential and 
widely circulated newspaper. He spent 
eleven years at Ottawa in the pay of tho 
country without introducing a solitary 
measure that was deemed worthy of adop- 
tion or giving utterance to a single wise 
thought. The fact is, Mr. Chapleau heard 
more good sound sense from the members 
of the board of trade in the brief inter- 
view on .Saturday than the ex-missionary 
has uttered or written in tho whole course 
of his long life. 

THE KNIOllTS OF LABOR AND 
THE COMMISSION. 

A writer in an obscure morning contem- 
porary, referring to an article in The 
Colonist, says: — 

"Me (the editor of The Coi.ostst) speaks 
of the Knights of Labor as wishing they 
had been present at the public meeting so 
as to have controlled it. Sir, the Knights 
of Labor were present, and tho president 
himself was there, and seconded one of the 
resolutions condemning the idea of giving 
any information to the commission. The 
meeting was large and influential and the 
verdict was unanimous against the commis- 
sion." 

It is true that the meeting passed resolu- 
tions condemning the idea of giving any 
information to the commission; but if, its 
the writer says, the Knights attended the 
meeting and voted against going before tho 
commission, how did it happen that at a 
meeting of the order subsequently held 
they voted to go and did go before the com- 
mission? The action of the Knights 011 
Friday was in defiance of the resolutions 
piiBHcd at the public meeting. The "sober 
second thought" of the Knights came to 
the rescue of their cause.

Leprosy. 

To the Editor— Dr. Ilelmeken's evi- 
dence in the Chinese investigation is some- 
what differently reported in tiro different 
journals. I suppose both reports may bo 
substantially correct, but bis evidence as 
given iu your paper gives ono a rather more 
favorable impression of him than we get 
from the report in the Standard. 

Dr. H. is at issue with the Chinese physic- 
ians in regard to the Chinamen who were 
said to be afflicted with leprosy. Tho 
Chinese doctors say that these men are 
lepers; Dr. H. says thoy are not. "Who 
shall decide when doctors disagree?" In 
this case 1 should decidedly prefer to believe 
the Chinese doctors, because they have had 
ample experienco of this malady in their 
own country, whereas, according to his own 
confession, Dr. II. has had hardly any per- 
sonal acquaintance with tho disease, never 
having soon but two cases. His diagnosis, 
therefore, would not bo of much more 
value than that of any non-professional ex- 
aminer. If the symptoms did not exactly 
accord with tho description ho had read in 
some medical work ho would say it was not 
leprosy. But it is evident from thu decision 
of the Chinese doctors that the symptoms 
were those which mark leprosy as it exists 
in China. Tho indications of the disease 
as exhibited in different ages and countries, 
though similar, are not quite tho samo, as 
any ouo can ascertain by comparing the ac- 
counts of the disease given by ancient 
writers with the description of it, in medi- 
cal treatises, as it now exists. 

Dr. H. says truly that medical authorities 
generally are of opinion that leprosy is not 
contagious. And it is obvious to common 
experienco that it is not infectious iu the 
same way that cholera and smallpox are. 
But the doctor has omitted to tells us tlmt 
it is asserted to be communicable in the way 
that venereal diseases spread. I have re- 
peatedly seen this statement given in arti- 
cles and treatises on tho subject. Now, if 
this be true, it is easy to see how it is so 
difficult to root out the disease when it has 
oueo made headway in a community. As 
soon as any one is known to be leprous, he 
is immediately separated from the rest of 
the people; and tho persons so afflicted, 
dreading this forced seclusion, conceal the 
fatal marks as long as possible. It is not 
difficult to hide the first judications of lep- 
rosy, and thus these unfortunate persons, 
remaining unsuspected, communicate the 
disease to others. 

Iu the Sandwich Islands the lepers are 
(or woro until lately) sent to live on an 
island by themselves and in all ages and 
countries, I boliovo, thoy have been care- 
fully isolated. Why this segregation from 
tho rost of tho community if the disease 
is not in any way communicable! Leprosy 
was brought into Europe by the return 
ing crusaders, who had contracted the dis- 
ease while on their expedition, It con- 
tinued to exist iu various parts of Europe 
for a long time. During the middle ages, 
a form of leprosy was very prevalent on 
the coast of Norway, and I do not know 
that it is even yet entirely extinct there. 
Also, 1 believe, there is a hospital for 
lepers at Tracadi, N. B., tho disease hav- 
ing been introduced into that locality by 
some sailors from the Levant, it is evi- 
dent thoroforo that leprosy is not confined 
to hot climates, though Dr. H. would 
seem to intimate that it is. Being a 
strong advocate of the Chinese, he appears 
desirous of concealing anything which 
tells against them, just aa tho anti Chi- 
nese party exaggerate overy such point, 
and sometimes bring forward charges that 
cannot be substantiated. 

As most of the Chinese are, I think, 
brought hero under contract, it seems sur- 
prising that any persons alloc tod with 
leprosy can escape detection at the hands 
of the contractors. Possibly, tho indi- 
viduals so affected wore not brought here 
ill that way, but came independently. 
But tho first indications of leprosy are 
easily concealed ; they are said to bo spots 
or blotches usually appearing near the 
knee. As considerable experienco, gained 
by personal observation of the disease 
seems requisite to detect with certainty 
the leprous marks, it would bo well to get 
the assistance of the Chinese physicians 
in this matter. They might bo employed 
to assist our own modical officers in ex- 
amining suspected lepers, and indeed all 
newly arrived Chinese immigrants.

Protection to Pavements. 

To run Editor: — The street pavement 
of this growing city is in need of protec- 
tion. Ous and wator pipes aru laid, drains 
and sowors dug, telegraph and telephone 
poles erected; but in this and similar 
work necessitating a disturbance of the 
surfaco of the street nothing is done after- 
wards to replace the pavement. At best 
the excavations are filled up by dumping 
back the earth and stone. An ordinance 
should bo framed (if there is such a one 
in tho statutes it seems to be a dead let- 
ter), which would provido that any cor- 
poration or individual, previous to obtain- 
ing permission to do any work in tho 
prosecution of which tho surface of a pub- 
lic thoroughfare is disturbed, shall (ilo a 
bond with two sureties for a suitable 
amount which, unless immediately after 
tho completion of tho work within a 
specified time thu surfaco of the street is 
restored to its former good condition, 
shall be forfeited to the street committee. 
The latter should bo empowered to order 
at once the requisite work of repair, to be 
paid for out of tho amount forfeited. 
Such an ordinance is but just and equit- 
able. The city government, bound to 
keep tho thoroughfares in good repair, 
cannot do so unless the same are proporly 
respected, and to enforce respect nothing 
is better calculated than an indemnity 
bond which is, of course, cancelled upon 
fulfilment of the obligation. X.

TWO MEN GET LOST AT THE BASE OF THE ROCKY 
MOUNTAINS, ONE DIES AND THE OTHER SUB- 
SISTS FOR TEN DAYS UPON THE FLESH OP 
HIS DEAD COMPANION UNTILRESCUED 
BY A SURVEY PARTY. 

Two Americans arrived Tuesday tho 
19th iuat., at tho Yale Creek House from 
the eastern ond of tho C. P. rail-way, near 
Kicking Horse Pass, on the 18th of last 
month, having travelled on foot tho en- 
tire distance. Thoy appeared in excellent 
health, and spoke of their josrney aB one 
of not extreme hardship; thoy travelled 
without blankets; met no wild animals of 
any kind, and but a few wild geese. At 
the foot of the Rocky Mountain* they fell 
in with s survoy party who had just 
rescued a lost traveller, and who gave a 
heart-rending account of his sufferings. 
Ho said that himself and mato having 
boon unable to get over a swollen and 
swift stream, had journeyed along its 
banks some considerable distance, in the 
hope of finding a crossing. Failing in 
ihia they ascended a mountain to look 
about. Becoming tired out, and scantily 
providod with food they dug a holo in the 
snow und lay down for the night. At 
dawn of day ho woke his mate, who en- 
deavored to rise, and in helping him to 
do so his companion foil hack on tho snow 
and died, At this moment his souses al- 
most forsook him, the sight of his dead 
comrade, the consideration of his perilous 
position, and without food death stared 
him in tho face. Nerving himself to the 
task ho cut off portions of the flesh of tho 
dead man and wandered back to tho 
stream and travellod along its course. 
For ton long days ho pursued its devious 
windings; meanwhile subsisting upon the 
flesh of his dead mate, when on tho after- 
noon of the tenth day, and when hope 
was expiring he fancied ho heard tho 
pound of a human voico. Tho joyful 
sound tilled him with unspeakable de- 
light and gratitude, he shouted with all 
iho strength be could muster and tho an 
swer echoed through tho rarified air. 
With redoubled energy ho pushed his 
way through brakes and forns and reached 
a survey camp, nearly exhausted, and 
from whence the glad sounds proceeded. 
Hero he was treated with groat kindness, 
but it was some days before ho regained 
sufficient strength to recount, his suffer- 
ings, and in speaking of the death of his 
follow traveller, und his subsequent ac- 
tion of cannibalism, tho recollection al- 
most choked his utterance. 

The two Americans report that Mr. 
Tait and Mr. Edward Connor overtook 
thorn at Kamluops; that Mr. Tait re- 
mained at Kamloops, und that Mr. Con- 
nor is on his wsy down to join his family 
at Now Westminster.

The Future Provincial Market. 

The exceptionally favorable conditions nf 
climate and soil for fruit-growing • in this 
province have repeatedly been referred to 
in tbese columns; but the nearness of diroct 
railway communication with the great 
Northwest of Canada imparts additional 
interest to tho subject. It is generally 
known that tho widespreading region lying 
between the Rockies ami the great Canad- 
ian lakes is not adapted for fruit culture, 
aud there can be little doubt that it is to 
British Columbia the populations of 
that vast area will look for a supply. It is 
difficult to overestimate the possibilities of 
the fruit raising industry with such a 
market brought within easy reach. Not 
only can we produce in great abundance 
and with comparatively littlo care and ex- 
penso all the haulier fruits, but it isi an 
established fact that a very largo area is 
highly adapted to the production of grapes, 
peaches aud the more delicate varieties. 
It may be mentioned, by way of illustra- 
tion, that wo were the recipient, a few days 
ago, of a sample of peaches of large size, 
beautiful tint aud most delicious tlavor, 
from Mr. William Perkins, of "Greenwich 
Park," near St. Mary's Mission, on the 
Lower Fraser. These peaches were a fair 
sample of a crop of live hundred, produced 
thin season by a four year old seedling from 
a "Royal George" grown in England, and 
we have ho hesitation in pronouncing them 
equal in every respect to any we over tasted, 
and vastly superior to the California article 
in point of flavor. It is not too soon for the 
attention of horticulturists to bo directed in 
a practical way to the subject, in order that 
the province may be prepared to supply the 
demand for our fruit certain to follow upon 
tho completion of railway communication. 

A Railway Discontinued, 

Tho Northern Pacific Railway Co. have 
ordered a discontinuance of tho inter- 
change of business with tho Oregon Im- 
provement Co. between Tacoma and Se- 
attle, owing to the failure of tho latter to 
provide proper facilities for tho transac- 
tion of business at Suattle, and the neg- 
lect also to construct a turn-table at that 
point. Tho lack of tho turn-table neces- 
sitated tho backing of all engines tho 
entire distance from Seattle, and accident 
to life and property was thus possible at 
any moment at stations and on tho road. 
Tho roail has not boon paying, but has 
managed to not run into dubt. Mer- 
chants at Tacoma and in Seattle are put 
to considerable inconvenience and expense 
by reason of this suddenly cutting off of 
their means of transportation on shore, 
but have tho O. 1. Co. to complain to, as 
though its delay tho needed facilities were 
not provided. As soon as these are ar- 
nuigod, the route will bu reopened* In 
the meantime tho boat lino will be tho 
only means of communication.

Beacon Hill Park. 

To tue Editor; — I had no intention of 
making any comments on the matter now 
before the supremo court until a final de- 
cision had boen given, but as I observe in 
your issue of to-day an article relative to 
tho injunction recently granted by the 
supremo court, restraining the Agricul- 
tural Society and tho corporations from 
proceeding with cortain erection in tho 
park, 1 take it that the matter is still open 
for discussion. 

In a former communication T pointed 
out that the steps taken by tho Agricul- 
tural Society in appropriating a portion of 
tho public park would surely moot with 
resistance, and my surmise has proved 
correct. 

Tho principlo of allowing an agricul- 
tural, or any other society, to assume tho 
right of possession of any portion of land 
suecially donated to public purposes is 
altogether wrong, aud to state, as does 
your article, that tho Agricultural Society 
and corporation ought not to tamely sub- 
mit to an "unwarrantable aud unconstitu- 
tional interference," is rather "placing 
tho boot on the wrong leg," inasmuch as 
both the society aud corporation, instead 
of being the aggrieved are, in fact, ag- 
gressors. 

Comparisons aro so often odious that it 
is hardly worth discussing tlio question of 
the international exhibition buildings in 
Loudon, Palis and Philadelphia, erected 
in public parks in those cities. Thu cor- 
poration of Victoria, as tlio custodians of 
our own Beacon Hill Park, should prove 
more fuithful to their trust than to alien- 
ate any portion of it, whether for erecting 
a lot ot unsightly frame sheds, and other 
orectiuns of a temporary character, or 
otherwise; and when as such custodians 
they demonstrate their utter unfitness to 
properly guard tho interests of tho owners 
(the public) then, in my opinion, it is 
quite time fur tho law to step in. There- 
fore, tho public spirit and courage of the 
gentleman who has taken the initiative in 

putting the law into mitral inn iu liiglilv- 
commendable, and far from earning the 
"unenviable distinction" you attribute to 
him; his action will meet with the grate- 
ful approval, not only of every one who 
thoroughly values the boon of a beautiiul 
public park iu tho near vicinity of our 
town; but also the gratitude of genera- 
tions to follow us. 

I certainly do not join iu tho hope ex- 
pressed in your article, "that tho city 
council and the society will fight this 
'litigious' gentleman oven if it should take 
tho entiro resources of both to establish 
thoir right" (sic.) As tho resources of 
both council and society do not appear to 
be very flourishing just now, it is lmrdly 
probable that tho fight will last very long. 
At any rate tho public will bo content to 
await tho result with confidence, and as 
its feeling iu this matter is very strongly 
opposed to tho course pursued by tho cor- 
poration and the Agricultural Society, the 
sooner both "take water" on it the better.

CHINA. 

London, Aug. 25. — A Times dispatch 
from Foo Chow this afternoon says: "The 
French ironclads entered the mouth of tho 
river this afternoon, and at 2 o'clock the 
Wise Fort opened lire with Krupp can- 
lion, while the ships wore throe miles 
away. After an hour's engagement the 
French retired. Tho Chineue tiro was 
good." 

AFRICA. 

Lonnon, Aug. 25.— There is another 
chance for a misunderstanding between 
England and Germany in regard to tho 
West African territory. On July 12th 
the Germans took formal possession of the 
Cainetous river iu Upper Guinea in the 
adjoining country. This aroused great 
dissatisfaction among English traders, who 
think England should have taken the 
river years ago. On July 20th Mr. 
Hewitt, British Consul, held a ineotingof 
merchants and local chiefs, at old Cala- 
bra, and, as a result of thiB, the Kings 
and Chiefs signed a treaty, placing them- 
selves and their Dominions undor British 
protection.
